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@2 OTHING is more common than 
4 for People of both Sexes to pafs an 
Over-rate upon their own Value.

at every Pafs in the Mountains at the fame Time and 
gained them, putting the Miors to the Rout, the Conte 
quence of which was, their quitting Oran and all the 
Forts, which I took Poffeffion of the if Inf. at half an 
Hour after fix in the Evening, with the advanced Guard . 
of the Army. On the 2d I went in Perfon to the Fort 
of Mazalguivir, which I could have reduced, but they 
furrender’d it. Thefe Succeffes are owing to the Juttice 
of his Majeity’s Caufe, and the fingular Valour of ‘his 
Troops, but chiefly to God. I fhould be wanting in 
what I owe your Excellency if I fiould omit advifing 
your Excellency of this.
